gether, The majority of the boys 
are making progress in their 
project work, 

Ten of the 48 boys who have 
been given free registered gilts 
have made their plans to follow 
& year-round grazing system with 
their purebred hog projects for 
1939, These boys will plant oats 
in September, soybeans in March, 
1939, and follow these crops with 
Spanish and runner peanuts for 
finishing the hogs in the fall, 

ive of these purebred pig: proj- 
ect boys report that their sows 
have farrowed a total of 88 pigs 
this month, 

Five recreational schools were 
held for leaders from the 21 clubs 
of the county with 150 present. 
The leaders report that they are 
using the games and stunts which 
are demonstrated in the schools 
in their community and club 
meetings, 

Robert Wise, member of Fair- 
view 4-H Club, reports that one 
of his high grade beef calves has 
gained an average of 2.1 pounds 
per day since he bought it last 
June 380th, There is a total of 
28 4-H boys and girls in the coun- 
ty who will enter calves in the 
Pat Stock Shows this fall and 
next spring. 

Method Demonstrations 

The following demonstrations 
were held for the purpose of train- 
ing boys to do these jobs them- 
selves: Two demonstrations on 
worming pigs with 16 present; 19 
pigs were treated. Four demon- 
strations on vaccinating hogs 
against cholera with 382 present; 
52 hogs were vaccinated, ‘Three 
demonstrations on feeding hogs 
with 17 present. Three demonstra- 
tions on vaccinating pullets against 
foul pox with 21 present; 150 pul- 
lets were vaccinated. One demon- 
stration on worming hens with 
three present; 25 hens were treat- 
ed. Bight demonstrations on feed- 
ing and castrating calves with 35 
members present,

Peanut Control With Fair 
Allotments To All Farms 


By HUGH D. SEXTON, 
Oounty Agent 
Some three hundred and_ fifty 
Coffee County farmers attended a 
meeting at, the New Brockton High 
School auditorium Saturday, Sep- 
tember 17th, for the purpose of 


discussing peanut acreage allot- 
ments under the 1939 farm pro- 
gram, 


After a thorough discussion of 
all phases of the peanut program 
the following question was voted 
on: “Do you favor peanut acre- 
age allotments for this county in 
1939?" 

Two hundred and _ thirty-seven 
farmers voted “yes” on this ques- 
tion and 107 voted ‘no.” 


The following resolution was 
adopted at the meeting: 
WHEREAS: 


1.—The 1938 peanut control reg- 
ulations as administered are un- 
fair, discriminates between farms 
and between counties and sections, 
and has worked needless hardships 
cn many farmers, The principle 
of unequal division is condemned. 

2.—The strict control of nine 
Alabama Counties, and the regu- 
lations permitting neighboring 
counties and other sections to 
plant unlimited peanuts and crowd 
our markets is condemned. All 
planters of peanuts, new and old, 
should be under the same regula- 
tions. 

3.—The requirement in this area 
for farmers to plant 80 per cent 
of allotted acreage in control crops 
works unnecessary hardships, and 
serves no good purpose, Farmers 
should be encouraged to grow 
crops for which they are suited 
and equipped, 

THEREFORB, BE IT RESOLY- 
ED: 

1.—That a limited form of pea- 
nut control, with objectional fea- 
tures eliminated, is approved, pro- 
vided a fair price be pegged and 
maintained, with no designated 
area, 

2.—That all farms be placed on 
the same basis, that no farmer 
be penalized on account of fail- 
ure to comply with old laws. 

8.—That, in this area, every 
farmer be allowed to plant a com- 
bined cash crop of cotton and pea- 
nuts of not less than fifty per 
cent of his crop land. Since the 
law fixes the maximum percentage 
planted in cotton and we ask that 
farmers be permitted to plant pea- 
nuts to complete a total acreage 
of not less than 50 per cent com- 
bined in cash crops of cotton and 
peanuts for market on every farm. 


“Peg” Prices Of 1938 Peanut 
Crop Announced 

The following information which 
was received from the officials of 
the G.-F.-A. Peanut Association, 
is passed on to farmers of Coffee 
County for their information: 

“We have received a definite 
commitment from the Secretary of 
Agriculture that we will have a 
peanut diversion program for the 
1988 crop which will be very sim- 
ilar to the program operated thru 
the GFA in the Southeast on the 
1987 crop. One important feature 
of the new program is that which 
will enable us to buy U. S, No, 3 
grade of Farmers Stock in addi- 
tion to Grades Nos, 1 and 2, 

“The scheduled prices, or the 
so-called ‘peg’ prices for this year’s 
program will be as follows: 


' “Spanish Type, U. S. Ne 1, $65. 
“Spanish Type, U. S. No. 2, $61. 
“Spanish Type, U. S. No. 3, $56. 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 1, $57, 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 2, $53. 
“Runner Type, U. S. No, 3, $48 
“The Docket containing all of 


the details of the program has not 
been completed and has not been 
signed by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture but we expect that this 
Docket will be completed early 
next week and we will then be in 
position to arrange for the neces- 
sary loan from the Commodity 
Credit Corporation with which to 
purchase peanuts upon the basis 
outlined. 

“We are now beginning to ar- 
range our warehouse system and 


expect to make material progress 
in designating these warehouses 
within the next few days. <As 
soon “#8 & partial list of official 
warehouses is available we will 
supply it to all interested parties. 

“It is our hope that we can be 
ready to make payments to grow- 
ers within ten days but it will 
hardly be possible for us to ars 
range the details of the loan be- 
fore about that, time, The delay 
will not be with us—we will be 
ready the minute our money can 
be made available, 

“We will arrange to visit all of 
our Warehousemen within a very 
few days and endeavor to work 
cut the very best possible means 
to handle the crop until such time 
us we are ready to officially re- 
ceive and pay for peanuts, 

“In the meantime we shall ap- 
preciate the cooperation of all of 
our friends in disseminating this 
information and news to peanut 
growers in order that they may be 
fully informed and secure the most 
possible benefit from the program.”

CG. OF C. WILL SEK TRAEIO 
LIGHT ON TROY HIGHWAY 


At the regular meeting of the 
Hlba Chamber of Commerce held 


Tuesday evening at Banks cafe, 
the main subject discussed was 
safety measures for the school 


children of Elba. It was pointed 
out that some method of controll- 
ing traffic was badly needed at 
several street crossings and inter- 
sections. The several crossings on 
Buford Street were especially men- 
tioned. It was sugpested that a 
safety campaign should be insti- 
tuted at once for the protection 
of hundreds of children who cross 
the streets two or three times 
every day. 

According to President J, <A. 
Timmerman, one of the most dan- 
gerous spots in town is the inter- 
section of Collier Street with 
Claxton Street, Claxton Street is 


commonly referred to as the Troy 
Highway, and in ease you do not 
know, Collier Street is the street 
on which the school buildings are 
located and which intersects Clax- 
fon between Bonneau-Jeter Fu- 
neral Home and the residence of 
Terry Kendrick. It was stated that 
a big percentage of children cross 
at this intersection every day sev- 
cral times and it is extremely 
nazardous., 

Only a few days ago a small 
boy and girl were struck by a 
truck at this point. Fortunately, 
neither was seriously injured, 
Trucks and passenger cars, or 
| many of them, use this particular 
Spot as a speedway and in trying 
to make the curve frequently get 
off into the ditch. It was suggest- 
ed that a traffie light be installed 
at that point and a committee was 
appointed to cooperate with city 
officials in an effort.to get the 
light. It is also planned to have 
some kind of warning signs placed 
at other street intersections for 
the protection of children. In turn 
it will be suggested that children 
be taught to observe traffic regu- 
lations and all safety measures. 

President Timmerman also re- 
ported that progress is being’: made 
on the NYA Camp project, which 
was outlined at the last meeting 
of the body. Satisfactory arrange- 
ments have already been made 
with the Court of County @om- 
missioners for the use of 1ne alms- 
house and plans are being made 
for repairing and remodeling the 
home.

COFFEE GIVEN FUNDS FOR 

SCHOOL BUILDING’ PROGRAM 

A sum estimated at $236,363 will 
be spent on school buildings in 
Coffee County within the next few 
months, if present plans of the 
County Board of Education ma- 
terialize. 

The work contemplated includes 
repairs and additions to a number 
of rural school buildings, the ac- 
quisition of some land for public 
school purposes, and perhaps the 
construction of new buildings. 

According to announcement 
made early last week by John D. 
Petree, State Director of the Na- 
tional Emergency Council of Ala- 
bama, presidential approval of the 
epplication of the county had been 
given. Public Works Administra- 
tor Harold L. Ickes made an- 
nouncement of the approval. 

The PWA is making a grant to 
the county in the sum of $106,363. 
The remainder of the sum to be 
expended, or the county's share, 
$130,000, will be borrowed at a 
very low interest rate of 2% per 
cent, and repayment will be made 
over a period of 20 years.

Works Progress Administration 
for funds with which the work 
might be carried on to completion, 
and while officials and others in- 
terested in the project felt that 
the funds would be allocated for 
this work, the announcement that 
the applHcation has been favorably 
acted upon brings joy to hundreds 
of citizens of the city. The City 
will be required to put up approxi- 
mately $7,000 to be used with the 
WPA allotment, 

While detailed plans for com- 
pleting the levee were not ,avail- 
able here when the messages were 
received, it is known that these 
plans call for a reworking of the 
Sewerage systems in different parts 
of the city, putting them in first 
class condition so that proper dis- 
posal will be made, It is thought 
that the plans call for installation 
of pumps for this purpose, 

In addition to the work to be 
done on the sewerage systems, it, 
is understood that considerable 
work will be done on the canal 
which has been dug to carry the 
water of Beaver Dam creek on the 
outside of the levee. This canal 
will be made wider in many places 
and will also be strengthened, it 
is stated, During the past, few 
weeks that portion of the levee 
which extends in a northwesterly 
direction from Beaverdam near 
the old ice plant has been built 
up and otherwise improved. ‘The 
hig holes in front of the old ice 
plant have also been filled in, 

With the new allotment of funds 
from the WPA, city officials and 
those in charge of the work feel 
sure that the big job can be com- 
pleted, and that with its comple- 
tion citizens of Elba and their 
property will be safe from high 
water in the future,

AMERICA’S SECURITY 

If the United States of America 
is not the happiest great nation 
in the world, it ought to be, Read- 
ing the newspaper reports from 
Wurope one realizes that, almost 
all of the rest of the nations are 
living in constant dread of a war 
which, if and when it comes, may 
easily be the greatest catastrophe 
in the history of the modern world. 
We fortunate ones on this side of 
the ocean are beset by no such 
terror as pervades the peoples of 
the Old World, 

How long our present security 
would last if the two other great 
democracies of the world, Great 
Britain and France, were wiped 
out, is a serious question, Once a 
government imbued with the spirit 
of world-conquest and clothed with 
arbitrary power gained control of 
Europe, can it be doubted that it 
would turn an envious and threat- 
ening eye on America? 

No such result is probable if 
Burope goes to war again, but it 
is possible, It all depends upon 
the will of one man, Nothing 
could be & stronger warning to 
the rest of the world's peoples of 
the danger of intrusting control 
of government—any government- 
to the arbitrary rule of any single 
individual than the situation ecre- 
ated by Adolf Hitler in Burope, 

There are men in every country 
80 filled with ambition for personal 
power and glory that, given such 
an opportunity as Hitler seized, 
they are capable of making them- 
Selves dictators, as he did. Five 
years ago he was merely one of 
the group of political leaders striv- 
ing to put their party, the Nation- 
al Socialists, into control of the 
German Government, Today he is 
the absolute ruler of Germany and 
what was Austria, whose peoples 
Shake at the very thought of do- 
ing anything which he might not 
approve, and the outstanding men- 
ace to the peace of the world. 

Wo in America are fortunate 
that the division of powers under 
our Constitutional system of gov- 
ernment makes it impossible for 
a Hitler to rise to control of our 
national life and destiny. 

THE NATIONAL ANTHEM 

There is a group of peace-mind- 
ed people who are trying to get 
new words written to our national 
anthem, because they think it is 
too warlike in its sentiments, An- 
other group is offering a prize to 
composers for the rewriting of the 
tune, on the ground that the range 
is too great for most people's 
voices. 

When Congress in 1981 enacted 
the law making the “Star-Spangled 
Banner" the official anthem of the 
United States, the lawmakers cer- 
tainly overlooked a lot of more 
inspiring and definitely more Amer- 
ican tunes, which are also easier 
to sing. The words of the “Star- 
Spangled Banner’ were written 
Curing the War of 1812, and set to 
the tune of “Anacreon in Heaven,” 
an old English drinking song. 
“Yankee Doodle” is a livelier air, 
with more “pep” to it, and dates 
from America's pre-Revolutionary 
days. If someone would write a 
new set of verses to that old tune 
it could become the real national 
patriotic Acts of Congress 
to the contrary notwithstanding.

A genuinely American tune 
which brings American crowds, 
North and South, to their feet, 


cheering, is “Dixie.” Written and 
composed by Dan Emmett for his 
negro minstrel troupe, its words 
ere of no particular importance 
from a national point of view, but 
it is the tune, after all, that 
counts in such things more than 
the words do Who knows the 
words of the “Star-Spangled Ban- 
ner," for that matter? 

The words of “America” ring 
with real patriotic fervor, but the 
Tune is the same as the British 
national song, ‘God Save the 
King.” Far more truly American, 
both in words and music, is “The 
Battle Hymn of the Republic.” 

However, national anthems and 
patriotic songs aren't written to 
order, They must be as sponta- 
neous as was “Over There” in 
the late war, to capture the popu- 
lar imagination, Some day some 
American will compose a song 


which breathes the spirit of 
America so fervently that the 
whole nation will sing it. That 


will be the real National Anthem.

DAVID: TRIUMPHANT FAITH 


LESSON 'TEXT—Psalms 23 and 27:1-0,

What o fitting conclusion to our 
three-month study of Old Testament 
characters it js to sound the note of 
“triumphant falth.’’ The life stories 
which have passed in review have 
been true to life, as they have shift- 
ed from strength to weakness, from 
fear to courage, from moral re- 
sponsibility to moral weakness. But 
God is the one who changeth not— 
and we would not close our series 
properly without the encouraging 
reminder that the man who truly 
belleves God may know strength out 
of weakness, courage in place of 
fear, may like David rise out of de- 
grading sin and defeat into the joy 
and victory of faith. 

Two elemental needs are common 
to all mankind—provision for the 
maintenance of life, both physical 
and spiritual, and protection from 
the enemies of soul and body. Our 
first Scripture portion declares the 
faith of David in God as his provid- 
ing shepherd and the second as his 
security from fear. 

I. Provision (Ps, 23), 

“The Lord is my shepherd,.”’ Put- 
ting God first in every detail of life 
means that there will be 

1, No want (vv, 1-5). ‘My cup 
runneth over,"’ and surely then there 
ean be no lack of any good thing. 


God is able and willing. We, like 
David, should trust Him. 
2. No weakness (v, 3), ‘He re- 


storeth my soul."’ The world is 
puzzled by the rejuvenating power 
of the grace of God in the Chris- 
tlan’s soul, but it becomes very 
real to us through the Word, through 
prayer, through the indwelling Holy 
Spirit Himself. 

3. No wandering (v. 3). ‘‘He lead- 
eth me.”’ In an unknown or dan- 
gerous country the essential thing 
is to stay close to one’s guide. In 
the wilderness of this sinful world, 
we must keep close to our divine 
Leader. He knows where the still 
waters and the green pastures are 
to be found, even in wildest and 
most barren land. 

4. No worry (v. 8). “Surely good- 
ness and mercy shall follow me all 
the days of my life.’ It was true 
of David, it is (or should be), pre- 
eminently true of the Christian. 
Someone has said, ‘If we trust we 
do not worry; if we worry we do 
not trust.’’ 

5. But—blessed assurance. Not 
only will the goodness of God follow 
us all our days, but we shall ‘‘dwell 
in the house of the Lord forever.”

USES OF MILK—Many farmers 
seem to think that milk is only 
good and useful for those who 
relish fresh milk to drink. ‘This 
is absolutely wrong, as the drink- 
ing of milk is only one of its 


many uses. The first and most 


important use of milk is to drink. 
Every member of the family should 
drink an abundance of. milk each 
aay. ‘Those who drink milk have 
insurance against many troubles 
or diseases. Milk is the best food 
known to man and when you use 
it freely your body gets about all 
the needed elements for its growth 
and preservation. Pellagra is only 
one example of what will happen 
to those who are not propérly nour- 
ished. There are dozens of other 
troubles for those who do not use 
& balanced diet. If there was no 
other reason for keeping cows we 
should all keep cows for the bene- 
fits to be derived from the drink- 
ing of milk. Butter is a very nec- 
essary product around a good 
home, Your family should have 
an abundance of good fresh but- 
ter at all times. The human body 
can use butter much better than 
it can hog fat. You should have 
an abundance of butter for table 
use and plenty of it for cooking 
purposes, You will be surprised 
as to how much butter you can 
use if you have an abundance of 
it and if you use it freely. If you 
have any form of indigestion or 
stomach trouble you should have 
all your food cooked in butter. 
If there was no other justification 
for the keeping of a cow except to 
have butter you should keep a 
good one. Butter is one of our 
greatest luxuries and all farmers 
should have it in abundance. An- 
cther good reason for keeping cows 
is the profit you can make on your 
spare milk and butter, Every farm 
home should have a surplus of 
milk and butter to sell and if you 
have good cows you can always 
sell your dairy products, If you 
are short on pocket change you 
should keep good cows and you 
will soon have some pocket change 
to spare, There is another finan- 
cial reason for keeping’ good cows 
and having an abundance of mjlk 
and that is the poultry business. 
No farmer should try to grow 
chickens for the market unless he 
has milk for those chickens. Your 
chickens need milk and they need 
it all the time. Milk is cheap if 
jou grow your own cows and your 
own feed. Nothing is better for 
your chickens than is milk and I 
think you should give it to them 
freely, Your milk supply will in- 
crease your egg production, cause 
your hens to be healthier, help 
them to live longer and greatly 
increase your profit from your 
hens, You can say the same thing 
about your young chicks, They 
need milk all the time and,the 
farmer who feeds milk will grow 
a bigger and healthiér chicken 
than will the farmer who is feed- 
ing on other things. If you are to 
make a profit from your poultry 
you must grow your own feed. 
If you do not use milk it is hard 
for you to have a balanced feed, 
but with the help of milk you may 
have a balanced feed for laying 
hens and for growing chicks. A

I wonder if you are a real farmer 
or only a thing which is called a 
farmer because there is no better 
name, I hope you are taking ad- 
vantage of all the things created 
by your Maker for your help in 
properly raising and supporting 
your family.

COMMON SENSE MEDICINE 
AND PRACTICES—I told you last 
week about how I thought you 
should exercise throu gh the 
stretching method, That, is a won- 
dertul thing to do but we should 
also do other things. You should 
exercise your body daily and you 
should try to exercise every muscle 
in your body. ‘Stretching is fine 
and will do good but only lazy 


folks should depend solely on 
Stretching for their exercise, I 
would suggest that you secure 


some book which will show you 
a drawing of the muscles in your 
body and then try to work out a 
method by which you can exer- 
cise all these muscles, There are 
not only dozens but hundreds of 
muscles in your body and each 
one of them must have some exer- 
cise or it will waste away or be- 
come dwarted. If you put your 
arm in a sling for a year and do 
not use it, your arm will begin to 
shrink and in a few years you 
cannot use it at all, The same 
thing is true of any muscle in the 
body. If you do not use it you 
will tinally lose the use of it. So 
work out your own plan of saving 
your muscles. That man who 
thinks walking is sufficient exer- 
cise will soon feel the, pangs of 
weakness creeping upon him and 
in a few years he will become stiff 
and weak. I would guess that 
walking exercises about a dozen 
muscles in your body. If walking 
is your only exercise you must 
have hundreds of muscles which 
are heing permitted to go to waste. 
Many men who do office work are 
foolish enough to think that walk- 
ing is sufficient to keep them 
Strong. That man is bound to 
meet disappointment. Of course 
you get some exercise in putting 
on your clothes and shoes and [I 
would say that this exercise is 
worth as much to your general 
condition as is the exercise of 
walking. Eyery muscle in the body 
is needed or nature would not have 
given it to you, but I believe that 
the chest muscles are the most 
important of all the muscles in the 
body, How much exercise do you 
get for your chest muscles when 
you take a gentle stroll down the 
street, or road? Next to chest 
muscles I would think that the 
muscles of the back are the most 
important and they, too, are not 
exercised enough to count when 
you walk. You can readily see 
that no one form of exercise will 
help all your muscles, Probably 
Swimming is the best one exercise 
we can take, but you cannot go 
swimming except in the summer 


and you need your exercise all the 
time. Many farmers think they 
are getting full exercise when they 
walk behind a mule all day but 
you are badly mistaken as you 
are only exercising a few of your 
muscles. Cutting with a club ax 
is fine exercise for the arms and 
shoulders but the lower muscles 
are only slightly used. I have ob- 
Served many folks in the taking 
of exercise and I have watched 
them as they worked, thinking that 
the work gave them exercise, but 
I have reached the conclusion that 
the best and only real exercise is 
that which you take as exercise. 
A hard-working farmer should 
take his exercise daily and he 
should take this exercise for the 
purpose of taking exercise. Your 
labor is good exercise but it is 
not as good as is the exercise 
which you take for the develop- 
ment or preservation of your 
muscles, When you take exercise 
you should take it with that one 
thing in mind. You should be in 
the correct frame of mind if you 
are to get the best results. Throw 
out your chest, look to your Cre- 
ator for strength, put yourself in 
& joyous frame of mind and think 
of developing your muscles and 
health while you are doing the va- 
rious stunts. Do not permit your 
mind to wander away while you 
are doing your exercises. I would 
also suggest that you keep your 
Maker in mind as you take your 
exercise and constantly ask Him 
to make you strong. If you fol- 
low this method you will soon be 
as strong as you care to be.

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LEGUMES BEST CROP 
FOR PECAN ORCHARD 


Young pecan trees grow faster 
and make heavier yields when the 
orchard is planted to winter 
legumes, followed by summer cul- 
tivation, says W. A. Ruffin, ex- 
tension horticulturist, Alabama 
Polytechnic Institute. 

Various soil treatments were 
tried at the United States Pecan 
Station, Robson, La., under the di- 
rection of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry. Commenting on these ex- 
periments, Mr. Ruffin said that 
either Austrian winter peas or 
hairy vetch may be used as a 
winter legume, The summer cul- 
tivation should consist of at least 
three diskings, or enough to con- 
trol weed growth. 

Slightly lower yields were ob- 
tained with a winter legume crop 
followed by a summer intercrop 
of cotton. Still lower yields were 
obtained with a winter nonlegume 
crop followed by summer cultiva- 
tion. The poorest yields and tree 
growth occurred when grass was 
allowed to grow in the orchard the 
year around, 

The winter legume, Mr, Ruffin 
points out, gives the young trees 
available nitrogen, and clean cul- 
tivation in summer prevents other 
plants from taking needed mois- 
ture from the young trees.

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THE ALABAMA INSANE 
3 HOSPITAL 

Alabama's hospital for the care 
and treatment, of the insane was 
established by an act of the leg- 
islature, approved February 6 
1852, The main hospital for the 
treatment of white patients is 
known as the Bryce Hospital, nam- 
ed for Dr. Peter Bryce, who was 
the first superintendent, He sery- 
ed from 1860 to 1892. 

Dr. J. T. Searcy served as su- 
perintendent from 1892 to 1919. 
Since that time Dr. W. D. Part- 
low has been superintendent, ° This 
hospital is located at Tuscaloosa. 

The hospital for negro patients 
is located at Mt. Vernon and is 
known as the Searcy Hospital and 
was named for the second super- 
intendent of Alabama’s institution 
for the care of her insane, 

The State also operates an In- 
stitution for the care of its feeble 
minded, This is known as the 
Partlow State School, and was 
named for Dr, Partlow, present 
superintendent. It is located at 
Tuscaloosa, 

At the end of the fiscal year, 
September 30, 1937, there were 
4,352 patients in the Bryce hos- 
pital, 1,741 in the Searcy hospital 
and 639 in the Partlow State 
School, a total of 6,732 being cared 
for by the State. There are 139 
of these patients that are known 
as “paying patients,” where rela- 
tives are paying the State to take 
care of them. 

The allowance by the State for 
each patient is $3.25 per week. 
Many of the patients are able to 
work and the State maintains 
farms at all three of these insti- 
tutions where many of the re- 
cuirements are produced. The last 
annual report shows that the 
farms last year produced 30,000 
bushels of corn, 167 bales of cot- 
ton, 7,000 bushels of potatoes, 62,- 
854 pounds of pork, hogs sold on 
foot $7,302.40, 81,907 gallons of 
milk and a number of other prod- 
ucts, 

The hospital site and lands at 
the Bryce Hospital covers 4,863 
acres and with the buildings is 
valued at $2,308,713.64. The State 
owns 2,192 acres at the Searcy 
Hospital, which with the buildings 
is valued at $459,698.35. 

All three of these institutions 
ere crowded and have been for 
several years, 

The last extra session of the 
legislature made provision for ad- 
ditional buildings but this will give 
only temporary relief since the ap- 
plications pending will more than 
fill the new buildings if all are ac- 
cepted, The population of the in- 
sane has increased about 50 per 
cent during the past ten years,

WALT DISNEY 


He Made A Fortune Out Of A Mouse And 
Three Pigs 


Not many years ago, Walt Dis 
rey, the man who created Mickey 
Mouse and the Three Little Pigs, 


Was almost unknown, ‘Today, he 


is one of the most famous men 
in America, 
Not so long ago, Walt Disney 


was “broke,” Today he is very 
wealthy, He could swank about 
in & glittering Rolls-Royce, if he 
wanted to; but instead, he uses 
an old car that he bought second- 
hand, He takes all of his profits 
and plows them back into his 
business, He says that making 
better pictures interests him far 
more than piling up millions, 

Walt Disney used to live in Kan- 
sas City, and he was ambitious to 
be an artist; so, one day he went 
to the Kansas City Star to get a 
job, The editor examined his 
drawings, told him he didn't have 
any real talent, discouraged him, 
and sent him away with a broken 
heart, 

Finally he got a poorly paid job 
making drawings for churches, He 
couldn't afford to rent an office, 
so he had to use his father's ga- 
rage for his studio. He thought 
at the time it was hardship, but 
he realizes now that, working 
amidst the grease and gasoline 
smells of that garage gave him an 
idea that was worth a million 
dollars, 

{t happened in this way: 
day a mouse started playing on 
the floor of the wooden garage. 
Disney stopped and looked at him; 
and then went into the house and 
got some crumbs and fed him. 

As the days went by, that mouse 
became so friendly that he would 
climb up on top of Disney's draw- 
ing board, 

Disney finally went out to Holly- 
wood and started a series of ani- 
mated cartoons called “Oswald the 
Rabbit,” but that was a flat fail- 
ure, So again he soon found him- 
self without money and without 
a job. 

One day, he was sitting in a 
rooming house, trying to think up 
an idea, when suddenly there 
popped into his mind the mouse 
who used to climb on his drawing 
board back in the Kansas City 
garage. 

Instantly, he started to sketch 
a mouse—and that's how Mickey 
Mouse was born. That mouse in 
Kansas City, long since dead and 
gone, was the great grandfather 
or the most famous motion picture 
actor the world has ever known. 
Mickey Mouse gets more fan let- 
ters than any other actor in the 
films; and he frolics across the 
screen in more different countries 
{han any other actor in the world. 

Walt Disney himself devotes all 
of his time to thinking up ideas 
for pictures; and when he gets an 
idea, he discusses it with his staff 
cf twelve assistants in the story 
department, One day about two 
years ago, he suggested to his 
staff that they make a picture out 
of a nursery story that his mother 
bad read to him as a child—the 
story of the Three Little Pigs and

the Big, Bad Wolf, 

His assistants shook their heads, 
and turned down their thumbs. 
Disney says he tried to forget all 
about the idea; but he simply 
couldn't However, every time he 
Luggested it, his staff warned him 
it would be a “flop.” 


Finally, the staff said, “All 
right, Let's go ahead with it,” 
but they didn't have much faith 
in it, 


It takes ninety days to make a 
Mickey Mouse film; but they didn't 
propose to waste that much time 
on Three Little Pigs, so they rush- 
ed it out in sixty days. No one 
in the studio thought it would 
“mount to much, Yet it took the 
country by storm 

It was a sensational success, 
Everyone, from the cotton fields 
of Georgia to the apple orchards 
of Oregon, was soon singing 
“Who's Afraid of the Big Bad 
Wolf, the Big Bad Wolf?" 

He plays baseball every day at 
noon, and he occasionally plays 
polo; but he gets more of a real 
thrill out of his work than he 
does out of his play,

W.P.A, ICLIEE JOB MONBY IS 
PROMISED SOUTH’S TENANTS 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 16.—An 
Alabama delegation said today the 
Works Progress Administration 
had promised to expedite its pro- 
gram to provide relief jobs tor 
low-income farmers in Southern 
States, 

Members of the group said the 
plan was designed to boost the in- 
comes of farmers and farm haads 
to at least a dollar a day, Admin- 
istrator Hopkins announced July 
21 he would endeavor to relieve 
distress in Southern rural areas 
by providing part-time employment 
for needy farmers, 

Governor Graves said 150,000 
persons in Alabama alone would 
be eligible for such jobs. He said 
Aubrey Williams, acting relief ad- 
ministrator, had ordered a survey 
of needs and suitable projects, 

The delegation included Graves, 
Senator Hill (D), Alabama; Rep- 
vesentative Hobbs (D), Alabama, 
and H. S, Geismer, the Governor's 
Washington representative, 

Graves said Williams made no 
promise about the number the 
WPA would employ immediately, 

“But he told me,” the Governor 
added, “he would get some of these 
people to work before I could get 
back to Alabama,” 

Graves said the plan was to in- 
crease the income of) persons so 
employed to equal that of low- 
scale WPA workers, 

The Governor and Senator Hill, 
here primarily for conferences with 
public works and WPA officials, 
said the PWA declined to give 
final approval to a $3,000,000 grant 
for construction of schools in Jeff- 
erson County until after next 
Tuesday's election on the bond 
issue to finance the county's share 
of the cost, 

Graves said the project was “in 


good shape,” and predicted the 
grant would be made if the bond 
issue carried, 


Graves and Hill also urged offi- 
cials to speed PWA allotnrents for 
& proposed construction program 
in State educational institutions, 
They include Alabama College at 
Montevallo, the Alabama Polytech- 
nic Institute at Auburn, the Uni- 
versity of Alabama at Tuscaloosa, 
and four State normal schools,

FOR 
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New England States Hit 
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By Flood and Hurricane; 
Many Killed And Injured 


Abating floods Saturday gave 
the North Atlantic States time to 
bury their hurricane dead—nearly 
500 in number—and begin the sor- 
ry task of rehabilitating the areas 
stricken by the worst storm dis- 
aster to befall the nation in a 
decade, 

Authorities in the seven atflict- 
ed states and at Washington mo- 
bilized every available resource of 
men and money, 

The most pressing problem in 
mopping up after Wednesday's 
hurricane scimitar of wind and 
tide that cost, half billion dollars 
ui property damage, was housing 
and feeding 12,000 distressed 
families, 

Prompt emergency health meas- 
ures by the Red Cross and other 
1elief agencies apparently ended 
the menace of a storm's grimmest 
aftermath, disease, 

Red Cross officials expressed the 
belief many bodies, buried beneath 
tons of shifting sand, will never 
be found, 

The subsiding of the rivers—and 
the absence of any report of wide- 
spread disease—was the only good 
news from the storm area, 

Direct damage remained impos- 
sible, but an arbitrary figure of 
half a billion dollars, based in part 
cn the official estimate of Govern- 
or Quinn that little Rhode Island 
alone had lost, $100,000,000 in prop- 
erty values, appeared conservative. 

No other State officials even at- 
tempted to guess in dollars and 
cents. 

The American Red Cross an- 
nounced that 12,000 New England 
and New York State families were 
in acute distress. Many of these 
were homeless—others were liv- 
ing under the rawest of emer- 
gency conditions. 

Falling river crests were report- 
ed from New Jersey, New York, 
Massachusetts and New Hamp- 
shire, Only in Connecticut, notab- 
ly at Hartford, was there immi- 
nent danger, 

In that city,.1,500 men fought 
with quiet desperation to hold the 
levee line against the Connecticut 
River. Along a half mile of river 
front they piled sandbags high, 
hoping to keep the inundated part 
of the city—already about a tenth 
of its total area—localized. 

The Red Cross said, meanwhile, 
that 7,000 persons had been moved 
from the city. 

In Rhode Island were centered 
the greatest horrors of the hurri- 
cane's aftermath. Revised figures 
put the dead in that State at, above 
225, and Governor Quinn, after 
surveying the destruction, appeal- 
ed directly to President Roosevelt 
for Federal aid. 

The Works Progress Administra- 
tion immediately dispatched 5,000 
workers for rescue duty. 

Whole settlements were smash- 
¢d; some families had not a single 
survivor. The gale, which was 
disclosed to have reached 120 
miles an hour, smashed the sea 
wall at Narragansett Pier. 


An army of 100,000 WPA work- 
ers, reinforced by thousands of 
volunteers, regular Army soldiers 
and national guardsmen, toiled far 
into Saturday night on the gigan- 
tic task of cleaning up the seven- 
state hurricane front where nearly 
500 known victims lay dead and 
scores of others were missing amid 
$500,000,000 property damage. 

Jackals of the storm — roving 
bands of looters—led Adj. Gen. 
Charles H. Cole of Massachusetts 
to issue “shoot to kill” orders to 
national guardsmen. 

As the reconstruction work went 
forward, General Cole rushed 250 
guardsmen to Cape Cod to stamp 
out reported looting of rich es- 
tates at Falmouth, Gray Gables, 
Bourne, Buzzard’s Bay and Mash- 
pee. 

“It is open and bold-faced,”’ Cole 
said, “At such a time as this, 
nothing is more despicable. I have 
issued orders to shoot to kill.” 

Officials estimated damage in 
Rhode Island, New Hampshire and 
Massachusetts at more than $130,- 
000,000. 

State and Federal authorities 
rushed tons of food, blankets and 
medical supplies to the wide-spread 
stricken areas, where 12,000 fam- 
ilies were homeless. 

Crowning the three-day ordeal 
of stunned tragedy and desolation, 
fears of possible disease epidemic

The little community of Peter- 
boro, N. H., still isolated, reported 
by radio that its losses by fire, 
flood and hurricane totalled more 
than $1,000,000,

BILL FOR INJUNCTION WRIT 
DISMISSED BY JUDGE PARKS

by dismissed and the complainant 
taxed with the costs, for which 
execution may issue,

presided at the institute and 
among the speakers were; Dr, 
C. M. Dannelly, superintendent of 
Montgomery schools; Dr. J. B. 
Hobdy, of the State Department 
of Education; Mr. W, M, Peacock, 
assistant State Supervisor of Na- 
tional Youth Administration; Mr. 
W. L. MeArthur, FSA director for 
Coffee County; Prof. Auxford Sar- 
tain, of State Teachers College, 
Troy. 

Prof. Olen D, Roberson, of New 
Brockton, was elected president 
of the Coffee County Teachers As- 
sociation at a meeting held imme- 
diately after noon recess. Other 
activities of the afternoon were 
group meetings, at which several
